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PARISH COUNCIL NOTES 


The Annual Meeting of the Parish Council was held on Tuesday 
19th May in* the Committee Room in the Village Hall. 


Election of Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the Parish Council 
Tom Flanagan was nominated as Chairman by Lyn Moss and Mike 
Duce was nominated as Vice-Chairman by Peter Tabbitt. There 
being noother nominations they were duly re-elected for a 
further year. 


Youth Club 

The Parish Council was very pleased to hear that the contractors 
had finished the conversion work on the ground floor of the 
Farm House and that the downstairs area of the club would open 
on 20th Mey. Mr. Brunning and the Youth Club committee were 
congratulated on the hard work they nave done to enable the 
Youth Club to function and thanks were expressed to Messrs. 
Hinchcliffe, Peoples and Warboys, the contractors employed on 
the conversion work, which was generally agreed to be of a 
very high standard. The Parish Council wishes the Youth Club 
every success in its attempt to provide 2 much-needed facility 
for the young people of Bar Hill. 


Village Green Drainage 


The Clerk put forward a comprehensive scheme for the drainage 
of the Village Green and after discussion the Council agreed 
to adopt these measures. It is proposed to construct three 
main drains, dug to a depth of 18", and ‘back fill these with 
drainage stone. Side trenches leading into the main drains 
will also be dug. We apologise for the inconvenience these 
works will cause but it is felt that this temporary disruption 
will be well justified by the results expected from this 
extensive new scheme. It is also understood that New Ideal 
Homes Ltd. will shortly be instituting remedial work on the 
footpath at the top of the Village Green to prevent the 
recurrent flooding which takes place at present.

MEALS | ON WHEELS SERVICE TO BAR “HILL 


This very necessary service, organised locally by the Cambridge 
W.R.V.S.:and available to all who need it after.a medical or 
Social.Services recommendation, is in dire need of helpers in 
this village. 


Can-you spare 20 - 30 minutes .between 11.45am and 12.15 midday 
on Mondays, Wednesdays or Frideys weekly? . You will be welcomed 
if you have a car, a bicycle or a good pair of walking LOSS 
The latter for short journeys mainly. 


A car with the hot meals comes- from Castle #411, Cambridge to 
several villages around Bar Hill. It arrives here, near the 
Health Centre, at 11.45am and helpers are needed to deliver the 
neals to individuels around the village. People delivering are 
required to transfer the meals from their containers on to 
plates ready heated, hand them to the recipients, receive 
payment from them and take away the tins for returning on next 
aelivery. Not very difficult. 

Though at present there are only two meals to deliver they are 
a good distance apart and at least one extra helper is needed 
daily in order to get the meals to the destinations whilst 
still hot.

Recently the Eastern Counties Omnibus Company introduced a 
new,, fast service from Cambridge and Bar Hill to Huntingdon 
and Peterborough - service X51. The journey takes under an 
hour and a quarter to Peterborough (twenty two minutes to 
Huntingdon). Most weekday services will be operated by 
coaches. 


Service X51 (although some vehicles may display only '51') 
leave the Information Office/roundabout at 0949, 1149, 1349 
and 1549 every day except Sundays. Return journeys from 
Peterborough Bus Station leave at 0915, 1115, 1315, 1515 every 
day except Sundays. 


Bastern Counties service 151 (Bar Hill - Peterborough) operates 
from early morning until around 9 o'clock in the evening each 
weekday should you wish to travel earlier or stay later. 

On Sundays buses leave every two hours from 1030 a.m. onwards. 


The cheap way to travel in on an "Anywhere" ticket allowing 
you unlimited travel for the day. This ticket costs £1.70 
for adults and £1 for children (5 - 14 years old), buy it 
from the driver on the bus.
